WILL AVENGE DELGADO'S HURT.

I am authorized to cable the following:
1 callesd on Captain General Weyler today
and Iald before him the story of Juseph
Gregory Delgado, the American whose gon
was dangerously wounded by veolunteers on
his sugnr estate recently. 1 have previously
mentioned the subject In a dispatch, but
the particulars were obtained today for the
first time. Genernl Weyler listened pa-
tiently to the story told by Delgados, anid
then, spenking with much energy, sald: "I
also have heard the account from Senor Del-
g1do, Congul Qeneral Williams directed my
attentlon to It at a time when he had no
dates, names or pacticulars. I wish to eay
o you, and thropgh you to the world, and
to the peaple of the United States, that the
guilty parties shall be punished as severely
as the gravity of the case demands. But |
must go through the forms of military pro-
cedure and have reports to enable me to
legally fix the responsibility. My order was
gont to all commanders throughout Cuba 1o
never ili-treat prisoners or private individu-
ale. Whenever nny of my officers or men

violate my specific instructions enough pun-.

_ishment will be inflicted. Delgado’s story
makes out & bad case. If Geoetal Malquis
is guilty of committing the act charged, 1
will punish him as if he wers a young lieu-
tenant Instead of a general of brigade. 1
certalnly can eay no more than this. I re-
gret the mafter more than I can express.
1 wish you would express my eentiments to
the World and thereby make my Intentioos
clear,"

. General Weylor's manner did not belle his
epesch, He Is sincere In his determination
to permit no atrocitles. At the present time,
when the passions of the army are arouscd
against Amerlcans, whom the officers regard
as virtually making war on Spain, only a
man of Weyler's firmness s able ito prevent
ocenstonal violence.

HAD A VISIT FROM MACEO,

The story which I submitted to General
pf:‘ylcr follows: The elder Delgado Is a

Ighly respected and educated man, 70 years
o1 and superlor to the greal mass of the
people in the country districts. He resided
for a long tlme In New York and owns
property near that clty, He has beon an
American cltizen over since November 23,
1878, He has occupled a combined sugar and
cattlp estate known as “Dolores,'" sometimes
called Marales, located near Baing, a sta-
tlon on the raillway from Hayvana to Matan-
zas, about forty miles from Havana., His
son, Joseph Manuel Delgado, who s a grad-
uiate of mediclne from Bellevue college, New
York, resides with him,

On the morning of March 4, when prepar-
ing for breakfast, the Delgados were sur-
prized by the sudden advent of Anton'o
Mnceo and his  entire  band, numbering,
armed and unarmed, pearly 6,000, Maceo
and hig staff rode to the house and informed
the elder Delgado that hls followers would
breakfast on ths estate and then resume
thelr march. The men occupled the flelds
near by, while Maceo and his staff took vir-
tual esslon of the house, killed fowls and
had breakfast, As they were finishing break-
fast & pleket rode in and spoke a few hur-
rled words to Maceo, who then ordered the
buglers to sound, and his men mounted and
all rode away. About ten minutes later fir-
ing was heard, and Delgado's laborers, five
in number, who were ployghing, hastened
1o the house, Bevéral women also ran In,
Boun afterward a small detachment of Span-
fsh cavalry rode up, and thelr oMcers di-
rected the soldlers to turn all the Inmetes out
of the house. The cavalrymep rode thelr
horses Inside the dwr. When Delgado and
his son and others came out they were of-
dered to follow the cavalrymen.

MALGUISA SHOWE HIS NATURE.

After proceeding a short distance Delgado
told the commanding offeer that he war
tooble and could not walk, They told him
to relurn to the house with the women,
His son, Dr. Delgado and the laborers, to
gether with a negro servant and a small
boy, Lino Guerra, 12 years of age, accom-
panied the cavalry about hall & mile, when
Genernl of Brigade Malqulea, at the head of
a column of troops, sppeared. General Mai-
quisa questioned Dr. Delgado, and the doe-
tor told him of Maceo's movements, and
plated that he was an American cltizen, aod
held out hle papers, including a certificute of
Consul Gencral Willlams.

Genera) Malquisa angrily exclaimed; *f
care tothlng for your papers. If the United
Btates consul were here I would give him
halt a dogzen bullets.'

Then he slapped Dr. Delgado's face and
ordered him into the custody of an offocer
and & guard of thirteen voluntesrs, General
Malguiss then rode away with the troops
The guard walted a short time and then
formed o line. Having previously placel
Dr. Delgado and the six others together, o
command was given, and the volunleers
digcharged rifles at the little group. Dr.
Delgado threw himself to the ground jus!

The bullet whieh wounded Dr. Delgado
struck the thigh bone and went agalnst some
hard substance in the ground. Hin father
brought it to the consul general's office, to-
yether with the blood-stalned clothing worn
by hls son.

Consul General Willlams reached the palace
last evenlng, Just as General Weyler was
Eteppinie Into his carringe, bt Weyler In-
eleted on returning to his office and Imme-
dlately complied with Willlame® request for
an order to bring young Delgado to Havana.

WEYLER'S WORD GOES TO PROTEST,

Not Able to Redeem the Promises He
Mnde Canban Planters,

HAVANA, Cuba, Mareh 15 —(vin Key
Went, Fla.)—(New York Weorld Cablegram—
Special  Telegram.)—When General Weyler
came to this elty five weeks ago as the
new governor-genernal of Cuba and successor
to General Campos, he made the following

promises:
First—To have all p'antations !n Ploar

del Rio, Havana, Muntanzas and Santa
;;Inra provinces grinding cane by Muarch
5,

Becond—To have the four western prov-
inces, Plnar del Rio, Havana, Matangas ani
Suntin Clara, cleared of the principal rebe)
bands by March 16

Third—=On February 27 he promised the
World correspondent In Havana <o investi-
gite the massacre of Guutno and to “Inflict
condlgn punishment on the perpetritors'

General Weyler has not made good one
of these promises. On the cintrary, there
are scarcely any plaitations In operation to-
day, and according to the officlal information
which has been supplled to the newspaper
correspondents by Lleutenunt  General
Ochnndo, General Weyler's chief of otaff,
both Maximo G:imez and Antonlo Maeceo, and
their armies, numbering in the neighbor

hood of 16,000 well drilled native, expert
horsemen, are =still in the four western
provincea. It Is announced that they are

belng closely pursned by Spanish columns,
yet tha Spaniards are unable to cuateh elther
Gumez or Maceo.

When General Weyler first came to Cubo
he announced that it was his Intention to
aave this year's valuable sugar crop, or at
least that portion of It which the rebels had
not already burned. The day after hls ar-
rival here a delegation of planters from the
four western provinces called on him, ns
was cabled to the World at the time, and
asked him what his intentions were,

“Gentlemen,'” he sald, "It Is my Intentlon
that you all shall be grinding cane by the
middle of next month.”

“If Weyler ean make good his promises,'
said the planters afterward, “he 18 a won-
der.”

Some time after that the elvil governor of
Mutanzas Issued a proclamation ecalling upon
the planters of that provinee to begn grind-
ing. at once. He announced at the same
time that he had had an Interview with
Goneral Weyler, and that the captain general
was anxious” to have the mills grind. A
‘few days later Sebastin Ulacia, who nt one
time was the owner of eighteen sugar es-
tates on this Island, left Huvana for Tive-
Tivo, his plantation In Matanzas, about
twenly miles east of thie city, and announced
on hig mrrival that he would begin grinding.
That same night he was selzed by a party
of Insurgents and taken before one of the
leaders. Ulac'a protested that as a loyal
Spaniard that he was slmply obeéying the
orders of General Weyler to begin grinding,

“pPDon't you know that General Maximo
Gomez hag glven striet orders to all planterg
that they must not grind?"" asked the Insur-
gent ohiel.

WHY THEY DO NOT GRIND.

Ulsela #ald he was aware of this fact;
nevertheless, he Inslsted that he would grind.
Thereupon he was condemned to death, and
the same evening he was hanged to a tree
In front of the plantation dwelling. There
woere some other planters in Havana at the
time, who had declded to begin grinding,
When they learned of Ulacla's fate they
changed thelr minds, and they have not
begun grinding since,

There ore very few planters grinding on
the island today, and the principal ones are
those whose plantations are situated near
Clenfugos,

Goeneral Weyler also {old the planters that
he would withdraw the troops from the
plantations and that the plantérs might or-
gunize military or civil guards for the pur-
pose of protecting thelr property, but that
the planters would have to defray the ex-
penges of maintalning these private troops.
Hut a majority of the planters are unable
to malotain private  goards. One of the
plantations, Constantia, I8 employing a pri-
vate army of nearly 1,000 men to protect
the men, who are grinding todny.

Up to the present time little machinery,
it any, has been destroycd, but. the planters
realize that, should they attempt to grind
the insurgents would soon burn down their
dwellings, as well as the remalnder of the
cane, and also destroy the valuable machin-
ery. Thus It will be seen that the planin-
tions In the four western provinces should be
grinding today. As a matter of fact, they
ara not,

From the latest reports recelved from the
interlor It Is certain that General Wey-
ler has also falled to make good his second
promise, The insurgents under Maximo
Gomez and Antonio Maceo are still in the
four western proviness, and Instead of being
driven east, are coming back Into the viry
heart of Havana provinee. There are also
numerous smuller bands of Insurgents, com-
manded by leaders of less Importance, In the
four weplern provinces, and they burn towns
and villages at will, There are some small
bands within ten miles of this city, and,
notwithstanding the fact that the Spaniards
have an army of over 120,000 in Cuba, they
are unable to capture these Insurgents,
Nothing has been heard of late of the Guaton
mussacre. Some say that Oenernl Woyler
cannot alford to punish the m'n who par-
ticipated in the wholesale butchery at Gua-
toa, and they even go so far' aw to prediet
that nothing will ever come of the inveatiga-
tion, and that Geteral Weyler never intended
to “infilet condign punishment on the per-

patrators.’”

Cuban Antonomists Suggest n Way to
r Modns Vivendl.

MADRID, March 15.—(New York World
Cablegram—Spocial Telegram.)—There {8 au-
thority for stating that there is an Impression
among representatives of the Cuba autono-
mists in Madrid that a modus vivendl might

making electoral coalition with their old ad-
versaries, the reactionary union constitu-
tional reformists, The deputies also state
that their party will take no share in the
general election. They consider an election
Insineere, and even imposelble, in Cuba,
vnder present clreumstances,

Bl Impareinl published an article advocat-
Ing more active operatlons In Cuba, because
the present desultory warfare has created
impatience and discouragement In the mother
country, where everybody, from the govern-
ment down, ponslders a prolongation of the
strife In Cuba a most serious element of con-
troversy with the United States,

El Liberal, in an equally significant tone,
as well as Bl Heraldo, El Correo and El
Correspondenca, sharply criticise the insuf-
ficient resuits of the Cuban operations and
recommend the expediency of Indulging in
no lluslons on the disposition of the Ameri-
ean peaple, which must be a permanent men-
ace to Spanizh rule in Cuba.

INSUBRGENTS TOWN.
Spanish ' Defented  After n Lively
Skirmisxk of Severnl Hours,
HAVANA, March 16.—Antonlo  Maceo.

Quivican, Bandera and Lacret attacked the
town of Batabano on FPriday night and an
obstinate fight eneued, The garrison of the
forts, conslsting of fifty-51x men, mada a
herpiec defense, and two Spanish gunboats
in the neighboring waters assisted by bom-
barding the insurgents. The utmost efforts
of the Spaniards, however, did pot avall to
prevent the insurgents apturing the town
They had possession of it for a thne, and
upen retreating in  the directlion of
Pinar del Rio they burned the greater
part of the town, The Insurgents
are reported to have sustained great losa,
Colonel PFiguerdo with two squadrons, Ple-
arro, a guerilla, and the battalion of Valencia
overtook the band of Pancho Perez, number-
fng 600, at the Palmnas plantation, near De-
sempang, Matanzas, and, opening fire, they
charged. The Insurgsnts took fllght, leaving
slx killed. They were pursued and were
overtaken agaln at Mount Flora, and, after
making further remistance, they retreatsd,
leaving three killed. At San Vieente four
incendiaries have been hmprifoned. At Ma-
tangas three political suepects have been set
at liberty. Enrigque Machado, n former in-
surgent leader o the last war and an ofMcer
of the Santa Clara munigipality, has joined
the Insurgents, with six others.
